Have white per- 
sons and persons of color the right, under 
the Constitution and laws of Georgia, to 
intermarry, and live together, in this State, 
as husband and .wifer The question is 
distinctly made, aud it is our duty to meet 
it fairly and dispose of it. 

The Code of Georgia, as adopted by the 

new Constitution, — 1707, iorever pro- 
hibits the marriage relation between the 
two races, and declares all such marriages 
null and void. 
With the policy of this law we have 
nothing to do. It ig our duty to declare 
what the law is, not to mak e law. For my- 
self, however, I do not hesitate to say that 
it was dictated by wise statesmanship, and 
has a broad and solid foundation in en- 
lightened policy, sustained by sound rea- 
son and common sense.
